SANITARY WORK IN PENNSYLVANIA 


The Stale Board of Health has been doing 


excellent sanitary work the past few years, 
and the present Legislature should make such 
an appropriation as will enable it to carry on 
its bcneficialinvestigalions and operations on 
a still greater scale. 
Among the measures 


now before that body in this connection are 
the following, every one of which is entitled, 
to favorable ocnuideration before its final aJ- 
jonrnment: 


To provide n St".fo system of registration of 


vital statistics, 'ihe necessity for this meas- 
ure is so apparent 'that no argument is re- 
quired in its favor. 


To furnish the necessary maehinciy for a 


department of Bacteriology and Chemical 
Analysis. 
Other State boards are doing ad- 


mirable work in this diroclion, and the mat- 
ter should not be neglected iu Pennsylvania. 


To make an appropriation for a thorough 


survey of the sources of water s.ipply through- 
out the State. This is the only way to meet 
the question of the pollution of streams, 
which is particularly pressing just now, in 
view of the action which tho Reading author 
ities propose to take in dumping their garbage 
so as to contaminate the Scimylkill, to the in- 
jury of the water supply of Pottstown and 
other cities located further down that stream. 


To confer the powers and responsibilities 


of boards of health upon school boards in 
townships. 
The beneficial effects of health 


boards in boronghs, in a majority of cases, 
have been so noticeable as to create a demand 
for some similar provision for rural districts. 


These are matters of general interest to Uie 


people of Pennsylvania, and it is to bo hoped

Tobacco In thu Pulpit. 


A curious litllo incident occurred in a 


wry. recent New England Melliodist Coit- 
ftrrenoe. There ia a rule in the "Book of 
Discipline" of this ChuroL forbidding Us 
ministers to use tobacco in any foim 
At 


this Conference several candidates for tlio 
ministry were uslicd to pledged themselves 
not to use tobacco, and all save one nuulc 
tlio promise. He said thai he did not use 
tobacco, and never expected to do so, but he 
would not bind himself by a promise. If the 
account is correct, on this' statement he was 
fiTorably reported, and lie will enter the 
ministry -without having pledged himself not 
to use tobacco. 
Upon this The Tribune 


comments as follows : 


"If, after he enters the ministry, he should 


uso tobacco, he might, as we understand it, 
be put on trial for doing so, "out not for hav- 
ing broken a pledge, for he has made no 
pledge on the subject. This lenient action 
of the Conference suggests how far it is wise 
or expedient for a Christian denomination 
to IvgliUU In tnoitora tlmt reUto to -minor- 
morels. The Methodist Chuich, for in- 
stance, does not allow its ministers to uso 
tobacco, and wo believe prohibits any of its 
members from going to the theater. That 
Rome Methodists do go to the theater 1ms 
been admitted by Methodists themselves, 
and, unless common rumor is seriously at 
fault, there have boon Methodist ministers 
who have violated the rule about the use of 
tltwoco. But whether that is so or not 
Is not the point. The essential question is 
whether, in the present condition of society, 
th« interests of religion wotTd not bo pro- 
moted by leaving such questions open. It is 
said that many Methodists are coming to 
believe so, and only the i'oar of plunging 
the Church into a harmful controversy pre- 
venU) gome of them from advocating n 
revision of the Book of Discipline in these 
matters. The tobacco habit may be as bad 
as its opponents say it is; but a Church 
assumes a great responsibility when it bars 
out of its ministry an otherwise well-qualified 
man who IS, unfortunately, addicted to tliiu 
habit."

Country Storekeeper! "Downed." 


A bill which was aimed principally at 


the enterprise of some of the leading 
grocers of Philadelphia was killed In 
the house the other day. It provided 
that no agent for any business house could 
solicit orders from private families with- 
out first securing a borough license, tho 
fees for which are mode so high as to be 
prohibitive. For a one day license tho fee 
was made 85, fora week. $30; a month, 
$100; three months', tSOO, six months, WflO; 
aycar, $800. The confessed object of the 
bill, as explained by Representative Ben 
Focht, its author, was to prevent certain 
Philadelphia grocers from sending their 
agents out through the country to solicit 
orders, to the great detriment and loss of 
the country storekeepers. Instead of the 
country merchants competing with their 
city rivals the object was to choke off com- 
petition by legislation, but the house 
burled the hill so deep that it will never 
bo heard of again. 


An unusual sight about the capital dur- 


ing the lost few weeks has been the stal- 
wart form of Senator Flinn, of Pittsburg, 
moving around on a pair of crutches. Al- 
though one of the healthiest looking men 
In t.hn BtlUte, thfl hip; flminf-yw ia n wint-Am nf 
rheumatism. He recently spent several 
weeks at the Whito Sulphur Springs, of 
Virginia, but apparently without deriving 
any lasting benefit from It. During the 
past week his greater Pittsburg bills were 
passed through the house and he was com- 
pelled to be on the ground to see that no 
mishap befell them, and as his old enemy 
was again in full control, ho hod to resort 
to crutches. 


While suffering bodily Senator Flinn 


has, however, been envied by his fellow- 
legislators, as he just cleared a cool $180,- 
000 in n littls oil deal. Before the roeeut 
boom in oil Senator Flinn, with a fe.v 
friends, became interested In some oil 
land 
Since the rapid advance in prices 


this has boon sold to the Standard Oil 
company for $500,000, of which Senator 
Flinn's share amounted to $160,000.
